Where History Conies Alive has been telling the 
public about Greenfield Hall and the Mickle House recently. A 
feature presentation of NJN Radio, “Where History Comes Alive” 
spotlighted our Society in a scries written by Hope Koseff, 
producer/host, after she toured both of our facilities. NJN/88. 1 FM, 
the New Jersey Channel, has been airing the program twelve 
different times throughout each week during the months of 
December, January, and February. Further programming should 
occur in the summer. 

The aim of “Where History Comes Alive” is to introduce 



New Jerseyans to the rich history of their state and to the many 
historical sites that arc open to the public. The project involved 
visiting historic sites all over the state and researching the facts 
about each: what happened there to make it historically relevant, 
how has it been preserved as an historic site, what visitors can 
expect to see, information about guided tours, and how the site 
involves itself with the community through special programs and 
events. 

We are happy that our facilities were chosen to be a feature 
of NJN Radio. 


QUAKER SAMPLERS by Mary Jane Freedley 


Greenfield Hall houses many interesting and valuable 
collections which the Historical Society makes available to the 
public for viewing and study. The Society owns fourteen samplers, 
most of which were stitched by girls who lived in Haddonfield or 
vicinity, or who have connections with local families. 

The oldest sampler, dated 1736, w as made by thirteen year 
old Lctitia Matlack, daughter of Timothy Matlack, half-sister of the 
“Fighting Quaker” Colonel Timothy Matlack. Lctitia’ s lirsl 
husband was Samuel Mickle whose saddle shop is now known as 
the Hip Roof House. 

Lctitia’ s sampler is quite elegant and sophisticated to have 
come from the small colonial village of Haddonfield. It is possible 
that she received some education in Philadelphia. The sampler is 
stitched with many colors of silk threads on a line tillany material. 
This sampler aids genealogists by listing her Matlack and Haines 
grandparents, her parents and her siblings. It is interesting to note 
that Lctitia lists only the children of Timothy’s first wife, her 
mother. Her father married again in 1730 and had three more 
children by 1736; later four additional children were bom. 

Another sampler, stitched by Rebecca Nicholson at 
Wcsttown School in 1801, also contains a family record. Her 
daughter, Mary H. Troth, made her sampler in 1825. Her niece, 
Sarah Nicholson, worked her sampler in 1848. 

Sarah lived at Boxwood Hall, now 65 Haddon Avenue, and 
attended Green Bank School in Haddonfield before boarding at 
Westtown School. It is likely that Sarah was instructed in 
embroidery by teacher Phebc Cox at Green Bank School. Cox’s 
1842 sampler has examples of four different borders and many 
flower motifs and was probably a teaching tool, demonstrating 
designs which her students could copy. Information about the 
Green Bank School is being sought by the Historical Society of 
Haddonfield. 

Three of the early 18th century Historical Society 
samplers, Mary Woodnutt’s dated 1740, Rachel Bassett’s worked in 
1747, and Mary' Gill’s dated 1757, arc related in several ways. They 
were stitched with brightly colored wool yarn on homespun linen 
measuring approximately 8” wide by 10” long. The crossband 
designs were typical of the local area samplers of the mid-eighteenth 
century. However, these three samplers differ from other 
contemporary' embroideries because several lower case letters are not 
stitched in the style usually found on most 18th century samplers. 
These letter forms can be seen on several rare 17th century samplers 
pictured in books on samplers. They are also reminiscent of the 


handwriting in manuscripts, such as deeds, of the late 17th and early 
18th centuries. 

There was an additional relationship between the three 
sampler makers. Mary Woodnutt married Rachel Bassett’s brother. 
Rachel Bassett’s mother, Abigail Davis, and Mary Gill’s mother, 
Amy Davis, first cousins, were raised in the Pilcsgrove area of 
Salem County, so there is an obvious family connection involved 
in these three early samplers. Mary Woodnutt also resided in the 
same vicinity, in Mannington. 

The question arises: was there a teacher in the Salem area 
who instructed young Amy and Abigail Davis and Mary Woodnutt 
(who was two years younger than Amy Davis) and then did these 
mothers guide the stitching of the samplers of Rachel Bassett and 
Mary Gill? It is interesting to speculate how the similarities of the 
three samplers occurred. 

Although none of the Historical Society’s samplers is of 
the spectacular architectural type seen often on Chester County and 
New England samplers, each is distinctive and worthy of study.

MORE SAMPLERS 

Three samplers have come home to Greenfield Hall 
through the efforts of Bob Evans, Acquisitions Chairman, and 
others of the Society. Chris Bethmann of the Parks and Forestry 
Division of the New Jersey Department of Environmental 
Protection agreed that these and other documented items lent to the 
Indian King thirty years ago be acknowledged as the property of the 
Historical Society of Haddonfield. 

In 1921 Rebecca and Sarah Nicholson of 65 Haddon 
Avenue donated the three samplers to the Society. One of them, 
Lydia Howell’s band sampler worked in. 1755, is similar in size, 
materials and style to those embroidered by Mary Woodnutt, Rachel 
Bassett and Mary Gill. 


continued QUAKER SAMPLERS 

Rebecca Nicholson’s sampler is dated “Haddonfield 1844”, 
worked when she was ten years old. She was likely Phebe Cox’s 
pupil at Green Bank School at the time she embroidered it. Both 
Rebecca and Sarah Nicholson were the granddaughters of William 
Hopkins of Birdwood and the nieces of Rebecca Nicholson who 
worked the Society’s 1801 sampler. The sisters’ samplers are 
related in layout, alphabets and motifs. Sarah may have used 
Rebecca’s sampler as guide as well as that of Phebe Cox. It would 
be interesting to hang the sisters’ samplers side by side. 


Perhaps the most noteworthy sampler returned to the 
Society is the one Mary Hudson embroidered in 1700 in her ninth 
year of age. Its size, 25” long by 7” wide, and its motifs arc 
reminiscent of mid- 17th century English samplers. According to 
Bolton and Coe’s American Samplers , Mary Hudson’s sampler is 
erne of the oldest extant in this country and possibly the oldest 
known New Jersey sampler. Mary Hudson was the mother of John 
Middleton whose pre- Revolutionary homestead was adjacent on the 
east to John Gill’s property, now the site of Greenfield Hall. 



THE 5 AND 10 CENT STORE by Kirk Peterson 

Do you remember the 5 and 10 Cent Store on King’s Highway? 
It was located where the Rite-Aid Store was and until the late 
1970’s was a full-service Wcxil worth Store, complete with 
lunch counter and tables for eating. 1 grew up in Haddonficld 
and have many fond memories of having lunch there, watching 
the traffic go by on the highway. 

During the Christmas season, Woolworth’s was a stop for 
Santa Claus. The Salvation Army was there too, appealing for 
donations to support their worthy causes. In the summer during 
those v cry hot days, a stand on the sidewalk would sell Italian 
water ice to cool your thirst. 

Inside the store you could find the usual things: clothes, 
stationery', greeting cards, picture frames, and records among 
other items. In the front of the store near the entrance was a 

snack bar selling soft pretzels, hot dogs, and pizza, among other things. 

Woolworth’s had three entrances - two on King’s Highway and one from the parking lot off Mechanic Street. During the linal 


years of the store’s operation, only the entrance on the front right side ol the store nearest Finney Woods Men s Store remained open. 

The F. W. Wool worth store on Haddonficld’ s main street is an important part of the town’s past which should not be lorgottcn. 


SWEATSHIRTS and T’S 

The gray sweatshirts with the appliqued plaid H, enhanced 
by the embroidered HADDONFIELD on a red or black background, 
and the gray or white PRE/Historic Haddonfield tee shirts sporting 
the Society’s exclusive Hadrosaurus design are once again available 
at Greenfield Hall. The problem we had with the fraying 
embroidery on the sweatshirts has been resolved and a new lot is 
now on hand in the office. 

These shirts make great gifts for your friends and children. 
You’ll also want one for yourself. Proceeds from the sale of these 
shirts and other Haddonfield eommemoratives featured at Grcentield 
Hall help in the funding for the maintenance and repairs of the 
building and for the extension of our educational programs.

EDUCATIONAL SERIES SPONSORED BY HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


SYMPOSIUM SERIES 

The Historical Society of Haddonfield, in conjunction with 
the Haddonfield Foundation, is pleased to announce the sponsorship 
of a symposium series which examines how our community has 
been shaped and the implications for the future. The series, ‘The 
Past in Our Future: Constructing a Collective Memory”, is made 
possible by a grant from the New Jersey Committee for the 
Humanities. 

Haddonfield is a town which places great emphasis on its 
sense of communal identity. At present several long-range planning 
efforts arc underway to enhance our consciousness of shared 
community ideals. The symposium scries will complement these 
efforts by exploring choices and possibilities of what the 
community may be in the next generation and the coming century. 
It is our hope that through public programs such as these we will 
be able to deepen our sense of communal commitment and 
responsibility. 

THE ETHNIC COMMUNITY 

Barbara Francos will be the speaker for “The Ethnic 
Community”, the second in this series of symposia, on Sunday 
afternoon at 2:00, February 27, at Greenfield Hall. Mrs. Francos, 
originally trained as a nurse, returned to school at Rutgers, Camden, 
and received her B.A. in history a year ago. As her senior seminar 
project, she researched the history of the black community in 
Haddonfield, concentrating on the late 19th and early 20th centuries. 
Much of her research was done in our Historical Society Library and 
we arc pleased that this program will present material from that 
senior seminar. 

Dr. Joseph Kelly, Associate Director of the Pennsylvania 
Humanities Council, will act as moderator. Dr. Kelly is the author 
of numerous articles and poetry and has published a monograph on 
“The Irish in Camden County”. He w ill emphasize the roles of race 
and ethnicity in community life. 

The respondent will be Valeric Blakely, a first grade teacher 
in Camden currently working on her M.A. in history at Rutgers. 
She has done extensive research on the Saddlertown area of Haddon 
Township and has made numerous presentations on this topic. 

We hope our membership along with their friends will take 
advantage of this program and future ones. Admission is free. By 
exploring the past we can both broaden and solidify our feelings of 
community and understand our obligations for the future. 


PAST AND FUTURE PROGRAMS 

The first symposium was held on Sunday afternoon, 
January 23, at Greenfield Hall. William D. Brookover, Haddonfield 
resident and Historical Architect for Independence National Historic 
Park, spoke on “Community as Built Environment”. The 
moderator was Peter Childs, President of the Camden County 
Historical Society, with Avi Dectcr, consultant with History Now' 
as respondent. Mr. Dectcr wrote the grant which makes these 
program s possi bl e . 

Mr. Brookover’ s topic examined some of the ways in 
which our built environment helps to shape our sense of place and 
of community. He discussed how the architectural environment 
expresses our values, social and esthetic, and also influences our 
future choices. 

Two more programs have been scheduled - one on March 
6, the other on March 20. These programs will explore 
“Community as Historical Memory” with Dr. Margaret Marsh, 
Kathy Tassini, and Doug Rauschenbergcr; and “Community as 
Public Interpretation”, with Dr. Garry Wheeler Stone, Carol Wood, 
and Avi Dectcr.

MISSING: CHIPPENDALE CAMELBACK 
SOFA 

Description: Approximately seven feet in length, 
the broad, canted back with arched 
cresting, outward-scrolling arms 
above a loose cushion, supported on 
square legs, all joined by a recessed 
stretcher. Philadelphia, circa 1775. 

If a sofa fitting this description is located, please notify the 
Historical Society of Haddonfield - not that it’s been lost or stolen. 
The fact is, we never had one. A sofa of this style is “missing” 
from our collection of 18th century furnishings on display in the 
front parlor. 

You may ask, why this 
particular sofa? Using Elizabeth 
Haddon’s Chippendale marble pier 
table and Queen Anne mirror as 
our starting point, we’ve attempted 
to re-create a formal siting room 
as it would have appeared in the 
18th century - formal because 
only a person of considerable 
wealth in the 18th century could 
have afforded the quality and variety of furnishings in our collection. 
A tall case clock alone would have been one of the most expensive 
purchases for an 18th century household. The point is, any sitting 
room that had a tall case clock, a marble top pier table and more, 
would most likely have had a comfortable sofa of the same period, 
too. 


Why a Philadelphia sofa? Aside from the obvious 
proximity to the city which was the major cabinetmaking and 
design center in the early 18th century, there is an even belter 
reason. Our collection is largely of Philadelphia origin or design. 
Our signed Philadelphia tall case clock with applied carving and 
flame finials is high-style Chippendale. Likewise, we have a 
Philadelphia mahogany card table and our straight-leg Chippendale 
side chair was probably made by Thomas Tulft, a noted 18th 
century Philadelphia cabinetmaker. Looking to the center of the 
parlor, the Queen Anne side chairs Hanking the Chew family tea 
table arc typical Philadelphia design associated with William 
Savcry. Our slant front desk, at the very least, is of Delaware 
Valley origin. 

Finally, the mate to Elizabeth Haddon’s pier tabic is in 

. v . Winterthur. Their mirror bears the 

paper label of maker John Elliott 
of Philadelphia. Aside from the 
1 9th century bookcase 
on the east wall, all the furniture 
spans the design period of 1740 
to 1790. A Chippendale 
camel back sofa of 1775 would 
fall comfortably in the middle. 

In a perfect world, an 
18th century sofa would be at the 
top of our wish list. Given the reality and value of 18th century 
American sofas, it is difficult to hold on to that dream. Nonetheless, 
an old authentic reproduction or a Centennial piece would be a 
welcome addition to the front parlor. So if anyone knows of an 
appropriate camel back sofa that could be donated or purchased at a 
reasonable price, please contact the Society.
